It  IS  customary  in  college  annuals  to  have  what  is 
called  a  "theme."  Usually  this  theme  is  a  sort  of  dec- 
laration or  series  of  declarations  to  give  unity  to  the 
book,  to  tie  the  whole  together.  The  staff  of  the  1938 
Laurel,  in  casting  about  for  a  theme,  could  find  noth- 
mg  in  the  way  of  ordinary  art  work  or  declaration  that 
fulfilled  this  task,  but  the  staff  did  in  its  search  receive 
an  inspiration  for  a  theme. 

In  order  that  we  might  not  forget  the  progress  which 
has  been  made  here,  and  to  review  the  life  of  one  who 
has  devoted  his  life  unselfishly  to  the  character  build- 
mg  of  young  men  and  young  women,  we  the  Laurel 
Staff  of  1938  have  chosen  for  the  theme  of  this  book 
the  life  of  Dr.  R.  L.  Moore.

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During  the  first  decades  of  the  nineteciiLn  ceinury  a  few  white  pioneer  settlers 
came  to  that  part  of  Western  North  Carolina  now  known  as  Madison  County, 
clearing  away  the  forests  and  planting  settlements  among  these  beautiful  moun- 
tains. For  a  number  of  years  there  were  only  a  very  few  people  who  lived  in 
and  around  the  vicinity  which  we  call  Mars  Hill  today.  Work  was  begun,  how- 
ever, and  the  civilization  here  began  to  grow.  Educational  opportunities  for  the 
children  were  very  much  limited.  The  dire  need  for  schools  became  increasingly 
evident  to  the  older  people  as  the  years  passed.  There  were  no  schools  nearby 
where  the  children  could  attain  knowledge.  A  boarding  school  was  organized 
near  Burnsville,  but  this  was  several  miles  away  and  was  difficult  for  the  students 
to  reach  over  the  mountain  roads.  Even  Asheville  was  just  a  small  rural  settle- 
ment without  schools,  and  Asheville  children  had  to  be  sent  away  to  secure  their 
education. 

There  is  some  doubt  as  to  who  was  the  first  to  conceive  the  idea  of  a 
school  at  Mars  Hill.  Rev.  William  Keith,  J.  W.  Anderson,  and  Edward  Carter 
joined  together  in  this  venture,  the  first  school  being  built  on  property  belonging 
to  Mr.  Carter.  It  is  reported  that  some  of  these  men  and  their  relatives  sent 
children  away  to  Burnsville  to  attend  school.  These  children  were  converted  at 
a  revival  and  joined  the  Methodist  Church.  Their  parents,  being  all  staunch 
Baptists,  were  aroused  by  this  proselyting.  It  was  decided  best  to  educate  the 
children  under  the  influence  of  their  own  doctrines  and  beliefs,  but  to  do  this, 
schools  were  needed.  Thus,  with  others  joining  zealously  in  this  efi'ort,  the  school 
which  was  to  become  Mars  Hill  College  was  founded  where  it  stands  today.

Eighty  years  ago  there  were  very  few  families  living  withm  five  miles  of  Mars 
H.U,  and  they  had  only  humble  dwellings  and  little  land.  There  was  no  asso- 
ciation or  group  of  people  willing  to  back  the  effort  to  build  a  school  for  the 
children,  who  were  without  educational  opportuntiy;  thus  the  burden  rested  en- 
tirely upon  the  shoulders  of  these  men.  Work  was  begun  toward  drawing  up 
the  plans  and  securing  subscriptions  for  the  school,  and  a  contract  was  c^iven 
to  Shackleford  and  Clayton  of  Ashevllle  to  erect  a  two-story  brick  building  which 
was  not  finished  until  the  spring  of  18S6.  This  same  building  was  used  for  more 
than  fifty  years  as  a  classroom  and  also  as  the  meeting  place  of  the  Baptist 
Church,  which  was  probably  organized  in  the  same  year  that  the  school  opened 
its  doors.  Even  though  many  made  liberal  gifts,  the  school  was  left  with  a 
debt  of  approximately  $1,200  and  not  a  cent  in  the  treasury,  after  the  completion 
of  this  building.  Joe,  a  slave  of  the  president  of  the  board  of  trustees  wa. 
levied  on  for  this  remaining  debt.  The  sheriff  took  Joe  to  Asheville  and  placed 
him  in  jail,  where  he  was  to  be  kept  until  the  day  of  the  sale.  Eleven  of  these 
faithful  men  agreed  to  share  the  debt  equally.  Joe  was  brought  back  from 
Asheville  and  forever  remained  grateful  to  the  people  who  would  not  permit  him 
to  be  sold. 

The  school  opened  in  the  fall  of  the  year  1856  under  the  name  of  "The 
French  Broad  Institute,"  with  W.  A.  G.  Brown  in  charge.  Mr.  Brown  was  a 
distinguished  scholar  of  his  time  and  helped  to  found  several  colleges.  A  few 
students  entered  this  first  year,  with  Major  Wallace  W.  Robbins  as  the  first  to 
register. 

In  the  year  1858  Mr.  Brown  was  succeeded  by  John  B.  Marsh  of  Binghamp- 
ton.  New  York.     Mr.  Marsh  was  an  accomplished  English  scholar,  thorough  in 
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teaching  and  discipline.  The  school  was  very  successful  under  his  management. 
At  the  time  this  was  the  most  prominent  Baptist  school  in  Western  North  Caro- 
lina, students  coming  from  counties  as  far  east  as  Guilford.  During  this  term 
two  other  wooden  buildings  were  erected. 

In   the  year    1859  the   school   was   chartered   by   the   General   Assembly   of  The  Charter 

North  Carolina,  and  the  name  was  changed  to  "Mars  Hill  College."     This  char-  Gives  Power   of 

ter  gave  the  college   the   "power  of  conferring   all   such   degrees   and   marks   of  C.onjerrhig 

literary  distinction  as  are  usually  conferred  in  colleges  or  seminaries  of  learning."  All  Degrees 
This  power  has  never  been  used,  nor  has  it  been  taken  away. 

It  was  very  unfortunate  for  the  school  that  the  War  Between  the  States     The  War 
should  break  out.     During  the  war  it  was  necessary  for  the  college  to  close  its     Between  the 
doors  to  students.     The  buildings  on  the  campus  were  used  as  quarters  for  the     States 
soldiers,  and  during  the  latter  years  of  the  war  the  two  wooden  buildings  were 
burned.     These  buildings  signified  great  sacrifices  on  the  part  of  those  who  had 
helped  to  build  them,  and  the  burning  of  them   brought  a  tremendous   loss  to 
the  community. 

As  a  result  of  the  war  the  college  was  left  in  a  very  bad  condition.     This     Reconstruction 
section  was  shadowed  by  poverty,  and  the  hatreds  engendered  during  the  con-     Days  at 
flict  were  probably  responsible  for  a  lack  of  cooperation.     For  a  period  following     Mars  Hill 
the  war   a   branch   of  the   Masonic   Orphanage   of   Oxford   was   set   up   on   this 
property,  and  more  than  thirty  children  were  placed  here.    After  this  had  proved 
unwise,  the  property  was  turned  back  to  the  board  of  trustees.     There  was  no 
satisfactory  equipment,  and  the  college  was  unable  to  furnish  anything  but  very 
poor  salaries  for  the  teachers.     Althought  the  outlook  for  the  college  was  gloomy. 
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there  were  many  outstanding  teachers  here  during  this  period.  Some  of  these 
were:  John  Aramons,  J.  R.  Sams,  Meriwether  Lewis,  J.  F.  Tilson,  and  W  P 
Jerv>s.  Among  the  students  here  at  that  time  some  were  destined  to  become 
great,  such  as:  Judge  Jeter  Pritchard,  who  became  an  eminent  jurist  and  United 
States  Senator,  and  Hon.  John  Q.  Tilson,  who  was  for  many  years  the  floor  leader 
m  the  House  of  Representatives. 

Around  the  year  1890  .Mars  Hill  got  a  new  start,  and  signs  were  visible  for 
a  brighter  future  than  the  past  had  been.  In  this  year  a  fine  young  man  a 
graduate  of  Wake  Forest,  came  to  take  the  place  of  president  of  the  college 
Conditions  now  demanding  that  the  college  be  placed  on  a  higher  plane,  Tom 
Hufham  began  working  diligently,  mth  this  as  his  aim.  A  little  later  the  outlook 
was  made  even  brighter  by  the  coming  of  John  E.  White.  Ever  since  the  days 
of  these  men,  students  have  been  leaving  the  lofty  hills  of  Western  North  Caro- 
lina to  go  out  into  the  world  and  take  their  places  in  every  walk  of  life.  During 
the  years  that  Hufham  was  in  charge  a  building  program  began.  It  was  neces- 
sary to  furnish  more  room  at  the  college,  and  what  is  now  the  music  building 
was  erected.  The  trustees  were  very  eager  to  see  the  college  move  forward 
yet  they  were  able  to  do  little  in  providing  money.  The  people  here  at  that  time 
worked  earnestly  and  joined  in  sacrifices  for  the  college  which  was  destined  to 
become  a  great  Christian  institution. 

Hufham  and  White  were  both  men  who  were  eager  to  train  the  students  in 
every  possible  field.  Before  this  time  there  had  been  an  old  debating  society 
in  which  many  took  part.  The  debating  had  not  been  made  a  great  attraction, 
however,  and  did  not  furnish  sufficient  interest.  Hufham  and  White  had  beeii 
members  of  the  literary  societies  at  Wake  Forest  and  knew  that  societies,  run 
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correctly  would  furnish  golden  opportunities  for  those  who  took  part.  These  two 
men  organized  the  societies  which  make  up  a  vital  part  of  our  college  today. 
These  were  named  after  the  Euzelian  and  Philomathesian  Literary  Societies  at 
Wake  Forest.  Since  the  organization  of  these  societteS;  they  have  grown  in  mem- 
bership and  usefulness.  The  students  of  the  past  few  years  have  used  them 
for  the  making  of  friends,  and  for  promoting  forensic  and  literary  interests  of 
their  lives. 

As   has   already  been   reviewed,  the  college   up   until    1897   had   experienced     The  Coming  of 
years  of  great  difficulty.     It  had  its  good  years,  which  were  often  followed  by     Doctor  and 
years  of  decline.     The  year  1897  was  very  significant  in  the  history  of  the  col-     Mrs.  Moore 
lege.     In  this  year  Dr.  and  Mrs.  R.  L.  Moore  came  to  the  college,  Dr.  Moore 
being  made  president.     At  the  coming  of  Dr.  Moore,  the  sun  began  to  shine 
brighter,  and  the  college  got  a   new   start  which   was   to   make   it  the   greatest 
Christian   institution   for  young  men   and   women   to   be  found   anywhere.     The 
college  was  entirely  turned  over  to  him  to  be  carried  on  as  he  saw  fit.     From  the 
beginning  he  has  had  a  never-dying  interest  in  boys  and  girls  seeking  to  find  a 
means  to  enrich  their  lives.     Students'  tuition  and  board  have  since  been  kept 
at  the  lowest  minimum  possible.     Although  Dr.  Moore  was  entitled  to  all  profits 
which  were  made  from  the  college,  he  has  proved  his  unselfishness  by  turning 
these  profits  back  to  the  college  that  it  might  prosper  greatly.     During  those 
days,  instead  of  making  the  profits  his  salary,  he  refused  to  accept  more  than  a 
small  cash  allowance. 

After  the  college  had  grown  sound  financially.  President  Moore  turned  the  Sacrificial 

general  direction  back  to  the  board  of  trustees.     Since  that  time,  however,  Presi-  Devotion 

dent  and   Mrs.   Moore  have   continued   their   sacrificial   devotion   to   the   college.  Through  the 

Time  after  time  the  trustees  have  voted  to  raise  the  salary  of  President  Moore,  Years 
but  he  has  refused  to  accept  a  salary  higher  than  that  paid  other  teachers.     For 
years  Mrs.  Moore  worked  for  the  college  without  a   salarv.   serving  in  various 
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capacities,  as  housemother,  bookkeeper,  teacher,  dietitian,  and  nurse.  Since  she 
has  assumed  the  position  of  bursar,  which  she  has  filled  so  efficiently,  she  has 
accepted  a  small  salary,  even  smaller  than  that  paid  office  help  in  many  colleges 
the  size  of  Mars  Hill.  Through  the  years  students,  teachers,  and  others  have 
caught  their  spirit  of  sacrificial  devotion,  and  have  given  it  expression,  not  only 
within  the  college,  but  far  beyond  the  college  walls.  One  thing  that  has  con- 
tributed greatly  to  Dr.  Moore's  success  is  that  he  has  assembled  an  unusually 
profficient  group  of  co-workers.  Nineteen  of  the  thirty-five  have  been  with  the 
college  more  than  ten  years,  and  some  for  over  a  score  of  years. 

Since  Dr.  Moore  came  in  1897  there  has  been  much  progress  both  spiritually 
and  materially.  In  1902  Dr.  B.  W.  Spilman  gave  as  a  Christmas  gift  the  Ray- 
mond Pollock  Spilman  Home.  For  nearly  thirty  years  this  has  been  used  as  a 
home  for  the  young  women  of  the  college.  Mrs.  Spilman  was  deeply  interested 
in  "her  girls."  In  memory  of  her,  Dr.  Spilman  established  a  permanent  fund 
to  provide  for  some  needy  girl  each  year.  Among  others  who  have  been  greatly 
interested  in  helping  Mars  Hill  were  M.  C.  Treat  and  his  family.  The  largest 
gift  made  by  them  was  Melrose  Dormitory,  which  inspired  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  to  duplicate  it  with  Brown  Dormitory. 

As  days  have  passed  hundreds  of  friends  have  made  liberal  donations  and 
established  permanent  funds  here  to  aid  in  the  general  progress  of  the  college. 
As  a  result  of  this  generosity.  Mars  Hill  College  has  been  enlarged  from  one 
small  building  on  four  acres  of  land  to  thirteen  administrative  buildings  and 
several  cottages  on  a  one  hundred-acre  campus,  with  a  corresponding  growth  in 
academic  standards  and  things  of  the  spirit. 

About  a  year  ago  a  new  dormitory  fund  was  begun  and  on  Founder's 
Day  of  1937  the  corner  stone  was  laid  for  the  beautiful  new  dormitory  which 
will  bear  the  name  of  Edna  Corpening  Moore.  These  things  are  an  earnest  of
